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Cliveden Woods are in the immediate vicinity of 
Maidenhead, and form one of the principal attractions for 
visitors to that popular riverside resort. In the midst of 
their leafy recesses is situated the handsome building erected 
by Sir Charles Barry in 1850, which was bought by its 
present owner from the Duke of Westminster in 1891, 
and where the poet Thomson wrote the famous national 
song “ Rule Britannia.” 
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
